London, July S.— The Marquis of Salis- 
bury, Baron Halabury, the Lord High 
Chancellor and the Marquis of Ltnsdowne, 
secretary for war, attended a mooting of the 
Privy CoudcII hold ut Windsor Castle at 2 
o'clock this afternoon, at which the Queen 
signed tho proclamation dieaolving parlia- 
ment and tho order for tho issue of tho writs 
for tho genere.1 olection, 

Tho Court Circular saya that Queen Vic- 
tori:* haa given Hell Smith a sitting for her 
portrait. Her Majesty will appear in a his- 
toric pioturo representing her in tho act of 
placing a wreath upon the oollin of Sir John 
Thompson, tho late Canadian Premier, 

Five cloth mills situated near Leeds have 
been closed owing to a dispute rogarding 
wages. Tho closing of the mills affects 
2,000 persona. 

The Chilian cabinet has resigned. 

A despatch to tho Daily News from Odes- 
sa Bays that tho harvest prospect in the 
south of RuBBia if, highly encouraging for all 
cereals, except rye, the yield of which, it is 
oxpeotod, will ho 40 por oent. below the 
average. 

Tho Times announces that on Wodnosday, 
at 3b, Mary's ohnroh, Heaoham, Norfolk, 
Mr. Herbert Ingleby, of Valentino, Essex, 
married Miss Florence, daughtor of Mr. 
Justice Hall, cf the Queen's Bench, Mon- 
treal. 

Right Hon. Henry Matthews, who was 
Home Secretary in Lord Salisbury's Cab- 
inet, 1888 to 1892, has been raised to a peer- 
age. Mr. John Atkinson, Q C, has been 
made Attorney- General for Ireland, the 
poaition ho oaeupiod in Lord Salisbury's last 
government. 

Tho Argentine government has purchased 
the Italian cruiser Garibaldi, and is negoti- 
ating for another. 

Naples, July 6. — The crater of Mcunt 
Etna is again pouring forth firo, smoke and 
lava. Mount Vesuvius is also in a state of 
eruption, and ia reported, to bo in worse 
condition than Etna. The town of ReBinain, 
South Italy, built over tho ruins of Her- 
culaneum, is threatened. Villages in the 
vicinity of both volcanoes are believed to be 
in danger. 

A Berioua engagement has taken place 
between the Spaniah troops and tho com- 
mand ot Col. Azuar and Gen. Antonio 
Maceo, the insurgent communder, at the 
head of a largo force of rovolutioniate. Two 
hundred and eighty of the latter were 
killod. 



STORMS AND FLOODS- 

Numerous Lives Lost— Heavy Damage to Crops 
and Other Property. 

Oshkosh, Wis., July 8 —Tho severest 
hailstorm in years occurred last evening. 
Mucli damage has been done to crops. The 
thermometer dropped 25 degrees in ten 
minutes. 

Springfield, Miss., July G. — Thirty 
houses wore washed away and ten people 
wore killed by a flood at Winona, on a 
branch of tho Memphis railway, The mayor 
telegraphed for holp. 

Chicago, July 8 — Dispatches from many 
points in Central and Northern Illinois 
and Southern Wisconsin tell of furioua 
atorms. The weather all through the 
Btato yoatorday was oppressively hot all 
day, and the storm camo with remark- 
able suddonneeB towards evening. It 
ia feared that when the roturna aro all in it 
will ba found that tho Iosb of life Is groator 
than reported. At Savannah, III., tho storm 
almost reached the proportions of a oyolono. 
At Peoria several buildings wore unroofed, 
and ono three-story frame building was com- 
pletely destroyed. Much other damage haa 
been dono. 

Milwaukee, Wis,, July 8 — The wires are 
down in nearly tvery direction out oi Mil- 
waukee. From the meagre reportB it seema 
a bevero atorm, approaching a cyolono, paaa- 
nd over tho southwestern part of tho state. 
1'jasongera arriving on the Into train from 
tho south on tho Chicago & Norl hwesbern 
railway report that tho Btorni washed out a 
bridge near Waukegan and tho I ruin waa 
obliged to go over tho Harvard bracich to 
Kenosha. North of Waukegan the tele- 
graph poleB and trees levelled uil along the 
lino show every sign of a devastating Btorm. 
It ia reported that four men who were out 
in a ateamboac near Wuukegan were 
drowned. 

Eaton, Ga . July 8 —A terrific cyclone 
Bwept noroBB thiBund Morgan county yoator- 
day uftornoon. Twolivis worelostand several 
persons were sovonly injure d, Bevortd fatal- 
ly. At Willard's station, on the Middle 
Georgia & Atlantic railroad, every house 
was torn to pieoca. Henry AdamB (white) 
and Bob Hardy (colored) woro killed out- 
right. In Morgan county, Andrew Perry's 
farm buildings and house were blown down 
and tho entiro family buried in tho falling 
tlmbero. Perry waa ir jurod internally and 
will probably die. Hia wife ia in a critical 
condition. Soveral other bouaes' wero de- 
molished and many injured. Robertson's 
plantation waa swept olear of ovorything 
and the family fled to tho cellar and escaped. 
Tho list of fatalities can hardly be loss than 



TO FOUND AN EMPIBE. 

Ex-PreBident Guzman Blanco's Absorbing Am- 
bition to Rule tho Northern Part 
of Uouth America. 

New Yonic, July 6.— A apodal to the 
World from Caracas, Venezuola, says : Tho 
activity of tho political agonts of ex-Proal- 
dont Guaman Blanco makes It evident) that 
he is in tho field to succeed President 
Crospo. His absorbing ambition is to rule 
all the northere part of South America. An 
opponent says his plan will be to induoe 
ambitious pooplo to join their oorvicoa with 
him in a wild scheme of consolidating Vono- 
zuola. Colombia, Ecuador and Peru Into a 
grand imperial confederation, with himself 
at its head. His ultimate design ia probably 
to declare himsolf emperor, guaranteeing 
parliamentary government. Homo ru!o will 
be a part of hia programme. 



TO CRDSH THE REBELLION. 

General Campos Threatens Extreme Measures 
in Cnba— Troops for the Island. 

Havana, July 8.— Generals Salcedo and 
Basean while out scouting in the fields near 
Yatoras had a skirmish with the insurgents, 
who left ten dead upon the field. On the 
side of tho troops . two soldiers were killed 
and six wounded. General Navarro bad an 
engagement with Souza's bind of insurgents 
near Botlja, Santiago de Cuba. The insur- 
gents lost two killod, left two wounded be- 
hind them, aud in addition the troops cap- 
tured two prisoners. Cjpt. -General Mar- 
tinez de Campos haa issued a proclamation 
saying that all insurgents captured with 
arms in their poaaoeaion will hereafter be 
eummarily tried by court martial and Bhot. 
Thoao who conBpiro againat tho integrity of 
tho nation will be sent to an African peni- 
tentiary. During tho prosont week rein- 
forcements of 16 000 men will leave Spain 
for Cubi, and during Octobor and tho early 
part of November additional reinforcements 
to tho number of 60,000 troopa will bo sent 
out. All tho stoamera of the different Span- 
iah Iinea will bo chartered by tho govern- 
ment in ordor to aend troopa hero.

Tho conductor wired to 
Montroal, and a squad of polioo wero on 
hand wiion the train reached the depot, and 
after a desperate struggle arrested Bevon of 
the gang.

States oponed their nineteenth annual con- 
vention in the Masonic ohambers to-day. 
The convention will last ten days at tho rate 
of eight hours per day.

KiNfiSTON, July 8. — Owing to tho contin- 
ued drought and its Berioua effect on the 
oropa, prayers were rooited in St. Mary's 
cathedral yesterday for rain.

Toronto, Juiy 8. — The trial of Thomas 
and Hettie Gray, charged with the murder 
of David Scollie, Otonabae, will take place 
at tho assizsB which open September 24. 

A Question of law. 

Kingston, July 8.— The eleotric street 
cars ran all day yestorday and carried about 
5,000 passengers to and from the free Meth- 
odiBt oamp meeting at Ontario park. 
Though the names of the motormen and 
conductors were secured by the authorities, 
it ia not likely that any action will bs taken. 
The obttrtor of the company reads that cars 
are to run every day of tho week, the word 
"lawful" in some manner having been 
omitted.

MOMENTOUS CltlSIS. 



Resignation of Three Members of the 
Cabinet ou the Manitoba School 
Question. 



Parliament Not to Be Asked to Take 
Any Action This Ses- 
sion. 



(From Our Own Corrcapondent.) 

Ottawa, July 8. — Not for many years haa 
thero baon euoh excitement in the Capital 
aa wao noticeable to-day. That something 
boyond tho ordinary was about to happen 
wub evinced from the orowded Btato cf the 
galloriea in the Houao of Commons. 

After routine Hon. Mr. Foster read tho 
following announcement : 

" I desire to state that tho government! 
had under consideration the reply of the 
Manitoba legislature to tho remedial order 
of 21st March, 1895, and after careful de- 
liberation arrived at tho following conclu- 
eiona : Though there may be diffordncea 
of opinion aa to the oxaot meaning of the 
reply in question tho government believes 
it may bo Interpreted us holding out some 
hopes of an amioable settlement of the Man- 
itoba sohool question on the basis of possible 
action by tho Manitoba government and 
legislature, and the Dominion government 
Is most unwilling to take any action whioh 
can be interpreted as forestalling or preclud- 
ing auch a desirable consummation. 

" The government has considered the 
difficulties to be met with In preparing and 
perfecting legislation on the important and 
Intricate question during the last hours of 
tho session, and has therefore deoided not to 
ask parliament to deal with remedial legisla- 
tion during the present session. A com- 
munication will be sent immediately to the 
Manitoba government on the subject with 
a view to ascertaining whether the gov- 
ernment ia disposed to make a settlement 
if tho question whioh will be reasonably 
satisfactory to the minority of that pro- 
vince without making it necessary to call 
into requisition tho powerB of the Dominion 
Parliament. 

" A eession of the present parliament will 
be callod together, to meet not later than 
the first Thursday of January next. If by 
that time the Manitoba government fails to 
mike a satislactory arrangement to remedy 
the grievanoo of the minority, the Domin- 
ion government will bo prepared at the next 
session to introduce and press to a conclu- 
sion auch legislation as will afford an ade- 
quate meaeuro of relief to the Scvid minority, 
based upon the lines of the judgment of the 
Privy Council and the remedial order of the 
21st March last." 

In the Upper House, the Premier made 
preoisely tho eamo statement, adding, how- 
ever , " : Thio is a clear and Buffioiently dis- 
tinct indication of the polioy of the govern- 
ment upon this very important and intricate 
question. It must be for the house of par- 
liament and the people of the Dominion to 
say whether they approve this policy or 
nob." 

In the Commons, immediately Hon. Mr. 
Foster sat down, Hon. Mr. Lariviere, the 
Manitoba Roman Catholic champion, roso 
and said : "In the name of the minority 
whom I represent, I emphatically declare 
thob the present attltube of the government 
is unacceptable to them." He could pro- 
ceed no further with his observations as the 
Speaker promptly called him to order and 
Mr. Taylor roBe to submit a motion for the 
reservation of a oertain island in the St. 
Lawrcnco as a national park. 

There were loud cries from the opposition 
to Mr. Lariviere to move the adjournment 
of the house, but his opportunity was gone, 
the orders of the day having been oalled. 

Following the ministerial announcemot* 
was the report that the three French Cana- 
dian ministers, MeBara. Oulmet, Caron 
and Angers, had resigned, none 
cf these ministers being present in 
their Beato in parliament. The Premier waa 
asked ns to the accuracy of tho reporb bub 
would Bay nothing. The three ministers 
named have, however, resigned. By per- 
mission of the Governor-General they win 
make a statement of their position in par 
liament to-morrow. 

Tho opposition will introduco an amend- 
ment ou tho Bchool question to morrow. If 
thoy do not Mr. McCarthy will. 

To-night Hon. Mr. Laurter interrogated 
Hon. Mr. Foster about tho rosignationa, bub 
Mr. Foster would Bay nothing. He told 
Mr. McCarthy tliab tho Governor General 
had consented to the announcement of the 
meoting o[ pirliament next January. 

Hon. J. C. Patterson returned here to- 
day. 

Tho Hudson is ly Railway Company ho ve 
seourod a modification of their subsidy, and 
on completing 150 miles of road will secure 
half tho subsidy and, $80,000 a year for 
twenty years for carrying tho mails.

JameB Peuke, who died at the oity hos- 
pital here yesterday, was a son <i* a lato 
millionaire merchant prince, who was at one 
time a ship-building king at Charlottetown, 
P.E I. Mr. Peake was left half a million 
dollars at his father's death, but rpn 
through his fortuuo. He had been living at 
Vancouvor for five years. Ho died through 
a blood vessel in his brain bursting, 

The colebrarion of Dominion Day cost 
Vanoouver §3,100. About $3,300 was sub- 
scribed. 

Aid. Gallagher moved at the council to- 
night that Chief McLaren, Sergeant Hay- 
wood, Inspeotor MoLeod and Olliuor Grady 
be dismissed.

• RAVAGES OF FIRE, 

A Suburb of Cornwall Burned Down— Forty 
Thousand Dollars Lobs at Elmvale, Ont. 

Cornwall, Ont , July 8 —The worst fire 
in the history of this place occurred yester- 
day and aa a rosult noarly the whole of the 
suburban village of Lorneville waa reduced 
to ashes, and upwards of two aaore of families, 
moatly mill employees, were rendered home- 
Iosb. The fire waa atartod about 2 o'clock 
in a shed of a man named Joseph Martin, 
whose children wore playing with matahea. 
Tho shed waa in flimea and aoveral adjacent 
bulldinge had caught before the nearest fire 
alarm could be reached. For various rea- 
sons thero was much dolay in getting water 
on tho llnnes. By this time a dozen dwel- 
ling hounos and tenuincnts, which were 
mostly frame structures and built closely 
togethor, wore on tiro and the IltmoB spread 
rapidly. At 7 p m., when the firo had 
burned itBolf out, 25 dwelling houses wero 
reduced to ashes and ovor forty families 
wero homoloss. Most ot tho buildings la 
the burned dlstriot wore ownod and ocaupied 
by tho mill employooa and represented their 
savings for years. Vory few of the build- 
ings svore lnsurod. Tho total loaa is esti- 
mated from §25,000 to S30.000. 

ElmvALS, Ont., July 8 — About ono 
o'clock on Sunday morning a fire was dis- 
covered in Furlong's harness shop, which 
soon spread to tho adjacent buildings, re- 
sulting In tho destruction of Hunt's hotel, 
Tweed's hotel, Callaghan'a tin shop, White's 
drugstore, Brodick'e liquor store, Massoy- 
Harris agency, MrB. Stone's storo and 
dwelling, Cooper's store and tho poat 
office, Nixon's storo and dwelling, skat- 
ing rink, Little's blacksmith shop, Rob- 
inson's jewelry store, Hauoy'a residence 
and vacant atoro. Soveral other buildinga 
were badly ccorched. No liveB were lost. 
The lossoa will aggregato about §40,000.

WRECK OF THE COLIMA. 

U. S. Consul at Acapulco Reports That the 
Disaster M'as Inevitable— A Sudden 
Squall Struck the Vessel, 

Washington City, July 6.— The acting 
secretary of state haB received a supple- 
mental report from United States Consul 
Battle, at Aoapulco, Mexico, dated June 21, 
giving further details in regard to the sur- 
vivors of the wrecked Bteamer Colima. He 
went to Manzanillo on the 12th ult., he 
Buys, for tho purpose of relieving the ship- 
wrecked crew of the American schooner 
Hayes, and fortunate'v found the five men 
who were on life ru;C No. 2 from tho lost 
vossel. They landed safely about sixty 
miles south of ilunzsnillo, after battling 
with the elements four days and three nights 
without food or water. 

" I have questioned all of them," said the 
consul, " as to tho causes and incidents that 
led to tho loss of the Colima and all agree 
that a hurlcane waa blowing at the time and 
the Bea very rough, and that a tquall and 
heavy swell camo upon them suddenly, and 
nono had time to prepare for the inevitable. 
Some of them declare that In their judg- 
ment the deck hands contributed to the 
ehip's capsizing. The newspapers have pub. 
llBhed some very sensational atorieB about 
tho affair, which in somo instances did a 
great injustice to the Mexican.) along the 
coaat, for instead of robbing the dead, they 
havo nourished tho living and exhibited a 
humano and noble fooling that could not bo 
surpassed by any people on earth." 



A CLERGYMAN'S REVENGE. 

Accused of Sending au Infernal Machine lo 
a Lady Who Jilted Him. 

Tacoma, July 8. — Mrs. Mattle ChumberB, 
of Centralia, has received an infernal 
machine Her father says tho box contain- 
ing tho machino w»i addreaBed to her by a 
minlstor who waa jilted by Mrs. Chambers 
about a year ago and was last heard from at 
Raleigh, N.C. A year ago the miniBtor 
promiBod to go away and not presa his 
suit any louger, but later heard a rumor 
coupling the name of Mrs. Chambera 
with that of William Halo of Centralia. 
Ho then wrote her several lettera obj-ctlng 
to Halo'B attentlonB. No notice was paid to 
hie miasivea, and then tho infernal machine 
arrived. It oonsiatod of a box made to hold 
a physician's thermometer with a piece of 
Bandpaper under tho lid. A fulminating 
cap, a parlor mutch and a bit of rubbor band 
wero arranged to ignite the match and cap, 
and cause a large dynamite bomb juat be 
neath tho cover to explode when tho lid waa 
withdrawn. Tho country poBtmua'or'a curi- 
osity probably saved the woman's life, aa ho 
pried open the box when he aaw tho end of 
sandpaper projecting through a break in tho 
package.

Experimental Wood Block Crossing- 
Further Postponement of the 
Legal Adviser Question. 

Last evoning'a mooting of tho oity council 
waa short and uneventful. Perhaps it waB 
owing to tho hot weather, perhaps booause 
the list of buslneea was an unusually light 
one — in any event no member of tho board 
looked in tho eligbtosb degree disappointed 
when the meeting came to an end at 9 
o'clock, the council to meet again on Friday. 
The rocont teBb of the now eleotrio llrjht on- 
gines and holler furnished the moat imtor- 
oating featuro of last evening's proceedings, 
tho subject being Introduced in a roport of 
tho official toBt from Superintendent M. 
Hutchison, in which ho said : 

" The teat began at 9 p.m on Juno 27 and 
continued until 4 a.m. of Juno 28— in all 
eoven hourB' run. Tho intention was to run 
ton hours as per contract, but owing to the 
exaoBBivo vibration of tho floor and 
two dynamoB, and the breaking 
down of ono of tho dynamos in 
const quenco, I doomed it advisable to Bhut 
down tho plant, as sufficient dutu waa on 
hand to dotormino tho fuel consumption. Tho 
following is a correot roport of tho data 
obtained : 

Duration of test— 7 hours. 

Total amount of fuel vised— 2.780 lb3. 

Water evaporated por lb. of coal— 8. OS lbs. 

Amount or fuel used on the basis of lib. of 
coal ovaporuting D lbs, of watoi — 2.171.02 lba. 

Average loud during tost- 10'.). 5 h.p. 

Coal used per h p. per hour— 2. CD lb3. 

Variation of engine speed during tost— 2 por 
cent. 

"Tho amount of fuel usod por horse- 
power being slightly in oicobb of tho con- 
sumption speoiried, and also the variation of 
apeed being in excuse, Mr. R, Hamilton 
proposes making gome improvements in the 
regulator whloh will overcomo tho laat men- 
tioned defect. I recommend that another 
teat be made of five hours' duration — as 
with a steady loaded engine a ten hourB' 
teat is a waste of carbons and fuel — and 
that the Hamilton Engine Co. be notified 
that another teat la necessary and the date 
of the same arranged. I would also recom- 
mend tho otlffening of the floor under the 
dynamos, aa the vibration ub at present will 
cause excessive wear of plant." 

It waB decided to oarry out the sug- 
gestions contained in the report, the mem- 
bers of the council to be notified aa to the 
dato of tho accord teat In time to enable all 
to attend if they bo desired. In a second 
report, Superintendent Hutchison Informed 
the council that one horse was insufficient 
for the proper performance of the outside 
work ; he advised the purchase of a second 
horBo and the engagement of a competent 
certificated engineer for the worka. 

Thia report went to the electric light com- 
mittee with power to aot, 

Ald. Williams remarking that the 
second test of the machinery should be 
made by a first claas and thoroughly com- 
petent engineer. He waa opposed to any 
more appointmentB unless the board decided 
to make a first-class onginoer eleotrio light 
superintendent. 

Under iho head of communications, Con- 
tractor (Jeorge Glover asked tho Counoll to 
give early attention to his claim in connec- 
tion with aewerago contract No. ,'! , tho let- 
ter beicg referred to tho sewerage commit- 
tee. Tho water committee and water commis- 
sioner will report upon James A. Grant'a re- 
quest for civic participation in the deepen- 
ing of a portion of Colquitz rivor to prevent 
flooding; and tho fire wardens will investi- 
gate D. F. Fee's complaint that tho cistern 
at tho corner of Quadra streot and North 
Park is in a dangerotiB condition. The 
Orango celebration committee are given per- 
mission to eroot an arch on Yates street on 
tho 12-h of July and the oity will havo tho 
lino of march liberally aprinklod before the 
procession on that day. 

In conneotion with the proposal to con- 
struct a drain to divert water from Bolmont 
avenue, the City Engineer reported that it 
would havo to bo taken a considerable dis- 
tance at an up grade to Cadboro Bay road, 
the cost, if a box drain, being estimated at 
between $400 and S500. 

Am. HUMPHRBY and Mucmillan ersplained 
that Belmont avenue is a very narrow 
street, not of the width required to permit 
of itB boing taken over by the city, and 
one upon whioh there are few residents. 
Tho only natural way to drain it would bo 
through Hon. B. W. Pearse'a property; and 
this expression of opinion went to the sower- 
age committee with tho report. 

To tho water committee, and afterwards 
the sewerage committee, was referrod tho 
petition of W. H. Cullin and other residents 
of Princess Btrc-et, complaining of inadequate 
water Bupply and had dralnugo— the atuto- 
menta contained in tho potition being inci- 
dentally vouched for by Aid. Macmillun in 
passing. 

The tinanco committee rocommended for 
payment uccounts of $1,324 84 out ol gen- 
eral revenue, $(S7.81 from tho electric light 
loan, and $19 00 out of waterworka account). 
Debate aroso upon but one item ol $21, for 
drugs supplied at the Old Folks' Hume, stv- 
erul mombor8 of the board expressing tho 
opinion that the drug bill at the homo wub 
al togethor too largo. 

Tho streets committee in thoir wookly 
roport informed tho council that the (Bridges 
claim for damages had been placed in the 
handaof tho city solicitors ; the committeo 
also recommended thab a wood blook cross- 
ing be laid on Yates utreet, euat side of Gov- 
ernment, tho oiler of MesBra. Hales & Bell 
belug accepted. On motion to adopt, 

Ald, Wilson protested against tho 
wooden crossing. Surely, ho said, I he 
streets oomtnitteo could do bottor than go 
back a hundred yours. He Buggostod vitri- 
fied briok. 

Alp. McLellaN aaid that vitrified brick 
could not bo Obtained at home whereas 
woodon blocks could. He fuvorod tho 
recommendation in the report if only as an 
inexpensive experiment. 

The report waa adopted. 

The appointment of a legal advisor to the 
corporation again wont ovor; a vote of 
tbauke to Mr. Thomaa Moffatt for valuable 
contributiona of Illustrated litoruture to the 
library and Old Mon'fl home, passed unani- 
mously; and aftor cloarlng up one or two 
othor matters of mero routine the council 
adjourned.

Strike Among: Rivers Inlet Fisher 
men -The "Sau Pedro" to 
Be Removed.

Rivera Ialob fishermen wont out on strike 
jaet no the missionary steamer Glad Tidings 
wbb about to leave there for Victoria a week 
ago yesterday. The steamer arrived here 
shortly after noon yesterday and reports 
that the Indiana working for each of the 
three largo canneries are "kicking" for 
higher wages. What they demand ib S'2 50 
per day or aovon cents per salmon. This is 
25 cents per day in oxooes of what they have 
been getting, and whether the cannery man- 
agers will comply with the demand, mako a 
compromise or diaohargo all employes is not 
known, as the Glad Tidings left the Inlet 
soon after the strike was deolarod. A simi- 
lar troublo was experienced with Indian 
fishermen on tho Skeeua last yoar, but this 
fortunately was soctled in time to prevent 
any serious tffeot on tho industry. Ib is ox. 
pocted tho Rivera Inlot ditliaulty will also be 
amicably arranged in time to save inter- 
feronca with tho pack. When the Glad 
Tidinga left the Skeena two weeks ago tho 
spring salmon run, though expocted daily, 
had not then started. Tho steamer passed 
tho Danubn off Salmon rivor bound North. 
Rev. Mr. Freeman, of Skid*gute, waa the 
only pasBeoger brought down. Tho steamer 
ciroumuaviyietod tho island performing her 
usual missionary duties. 

REMOVAL OK THE " SAN PEDIiO." 

In a very short time the old stranded San 
Pedro will again bo the ecane of wrecking 
operations whioh will be conducted on an 
entirely different plan from any hitherto 
adopted. Tho next efforb to clear Brotchie 
ledge of its cumbersome burden will not bo 
to float the ship, for such an undertaking 
would now be impossible. The ship's back 
has long since been broken, and the sub- 
merged portion of the vessel as it was when 
she foundered has been broken away and 
nettled as far down as lb evor will. For a 
time after tho ship broke in two hopes were 
buoyant that all would soon disappear and 
the electrio lisht replace ib as a guide to 
navigators. The hulk of the old San Pedro 
stands as high out of the water as ever, how- 
ever, and to-day defies the strongest of gales 
without stirrlDg. Capb. Gaudin, agent of 
marine, has recently been in correspondence 
with his dedartmeut on tho matter, and the 
result is that ho has reoeived word from tho 
owners to the effect that the removal of the 
wreok was still oontemplated by them. They 
stated that tho work would be commenced 
in the near future. 

RETURNS FROM ALASKA. 

From 4pm until midnight on Sunday 
the exoumion steamer Queen was in port, 
and the 130 odd tourists she bad aboard 
were given a much appreciated holiday in 
Victoria. Capt. Carroll says tht*y were a 
delightful lob of passengers and the round 
t.'ip was one of Che moat pleasant he ever 
had, the weather, too, being all that was re- 
quired for happiness. Some of the passen- 
gers disembarked at Vicboria, as usual, but 
the majority, including Lieub.-Goneral J. 
M. Schofiold and party, proceeded to the 
Sound, Capt. Carroll rather discredits the 
report that a wreck was seen in Cook's inlet 
a short time ago. When there he had seen 
no wreck nor even heard of one. The 
Queen's next trip to Alaska will 'bo the 
tnird of her season's excursions. 

THE " KINOAL " IN I'ORT. 
The Vancouver steamer Fingal arrived 
from Ladner's Landing yesterday with a big 
load of hay which she discharged at 'Porter's 
wharf. Tho Fingal is a brand new vossol 
built at Vancouver a short time ago, and is 
owned by Capt. McKenzie, who commanda 
her. She nan handle about ~l tons of 
feight, but steams slowly. She was built 
exclusively for freighting ; her crew say 
there is a large amount of hay at Ladner's, 

MARINE HOTKS.

A Derelict Sighted in the Paclflc- 
Features of the Oriental 
Stranger. 

Tho British ship Strathnevia, one of the 
threo big steamers rocently chartered by 
the Northern Pactlio Steamship Company to 
increase their trans pacific service and the 
firat to arrive here, tied up at tho ocean 
dock on Sunday morning after having spent 
the night in the Straits. She is a mugnifi 
cent cargo vossol, her freight being the 
largest yet brought from the Far Hast to the 
Pacific coast. Ib amounts to about doublo 
that whioh could be carried, by any of the 
largesb Oriental liners now running, and la 
made up of miscellaneous merchandise, the 
bulk of whioh Ib tea. Exclusive of tho 240 
tona of general freight she landed at Vic- 
toria Bhe had for Pacific coast pninto 9,990 
sicks of sugar, 330 Backs of rice 
2.S32 packages of tea, 20 baleB of 
rugs, 303 boxes of curios, 114 rolls 
of matting, and 4,153 Chinese packages ; 
and for overland points, 252 balos of Bilk 
and 56,504 packagos of tea and general mer- 
chandise The ship carried no pasaengera, 
having no accommodation for any other 
than Chinese or Japanese, but as 
mail aho brought eomo IS sacks, 
She left Hongkong on tho 1th June, Shang- 
hai four days later, Kobe on June 14, and 
Yokohama on tho 19, h, thonco making her 
voyage hsro in a little over seventeen days 
Strong bead winda and high seas were en- 
countered until the lSOth meridian waa 
reached, when foggy weather was experi- 
enced to the Straits. Oo July 4, in I at . 
49" OS" N. and long. 138' 14" W., consi.'ur- 
able wreckage was passed, but none ol it 
recognizable. It was evidently that reportt d 
by the Chittagong. Not having viewed it 
at near range, bhe officers of the Strathnovis 
woro unable to give any definite description. 
A spar stood perpendicularly some distanco 
out of the water, giving the impression that 
some heavy weight beneath hold it steady, 
except for the motion of the soa. Second 
mate Robertson,* who noticed it, says 
the spar might have been a topgallant mast, 
and oould have been a part of many differ- 
ent descriptions of small veasels, but it did 
not appear to belong to any very large 
orafb. 

The Strathnevie is what might be called 
a medium sized up-to-date cargo vessel. 
She is 365 feot long, her breadth of beam is 
•13$ feet, and her dopth of hold 31 feet. She 
is 3,575 groes tonnage, hor dead weight 
carrying oapaolty being 5,666 tons, apart 
from her proportions this being accounted 
for In a degree by tbo compactness of hor 
machinery. The Strathnevia is steel 
throughout, and has large and spacioue 
deoka with four hatches and all modern con- 
veniences in the way of steam appliances. 
She has four water ballast tanks with a 
capacity of 650 tona. She has also 
10-inch btlgo koola extending two- 
thirds of her entire length. Her 
muBta wero modelled to toleecjpe for con- 
venience in pasaing through tho now Liver- 
pool and Maucheator canal, and their grace- 
fulness adds much to the general appearance 
of the vobsoI. The ship 1ms triple expansion 
ongines and 2-1, 40, and GO inch cylinders. 
She is also tilted with ttio latett improved 
foroo draught, which inBureB regularity of 
steam under all circumstances, and completo 
combustion of fuel, this feature being of the 
greatoat importance. It waa only a yoar 
ago this mouth since tho Strathnovis wat 
launched o brund now vessel in the Tyne. 
She made her trial trip on August 17, and 
on September 4 arrived iu Delugoa, South 
Africa, after a paaaago of 35 daya from Now- 
port, Knglatd, with her first cargo of iron. 
Thu Portuguese woro then having troublo 
with the nativea of the port and ita vicinity 
and from tho deck of tho voaaol more than 
one fierce battle, though of comparatively 
small dlmeuaions, could bo soon. More than 
aa spectators, howovor, the crow of the 
Strathnevia wora not interested in any of 
tho bloody skirmishes. She Boon left for 
Port Natal to ccal and aftorwarda proceeded 
to Java. There ohe loaded augur and kepock 
for Port Adolaido and Melbourne She 
next wont to Nowcaatlo for coal for Singa- 
pore, tho v( yagea following, until the timo 
of her present chartor, being from Singapore 
to Saigon in ballaat, from Saigon to Hong- 
kong with rlco, from Hongkong to Moji In 
ballast, and from Meji back to 
Hongkong in on»l. The steamer is 
officered by a iiao lob of men well 
acquainted with tnoir business and courtoouB 
to all with whom thoy como in cootuct.

Arab ollicor, J. D. Duncan ; second officer, 
1) M. Robortaon ; third officer, W. S Mc-

G RUSH ED EXPECTATIONS. 



A CRISIS. 

Our readers will see by our special tolo- 
gram from Ottawa thab the Ministerial 
statement was made in the House of Com- 
mons by the Hon. Mr. FoBter yestorday. 
Nothing could, in our opinion, bo more 
reasonable than the decision arrived at by 
the Government. They have determined 
not to act hastily or to invoke the interfer- 
ence of Parliament until overy means to 
bring about an amicable settlement has been 
tried and haa failed. If such a settlement 
Ib not arrived at before next January they 
promise to convene Parliament and introduce 
remedial legislation. This, it appears, does 
nob satisfy the Hon. Messrs. Oulmet, An- 
gers and Caron, who, it seems, have either 
resigned or signified their intention to 
resign. The aotion of theso gentlemen will, 
of course, preoipltate a crisis. The Govern- 
ment have, no doubt, said their last word on 
the subject. After the statement made by 
Mr. Fostor, they cannot, and probably 
would not, recede from tho position they 
have taken. The French members of 
the Government have presumably well con- 
sidered the Btep they have taken, and are 
preparod to abido by the result. What that 
result will bo ib ia impossible even to con- 
jjcturo at this moment, but that it will be 
most sorioua there cannot bo the least doubt. 
Mr. McCarthy evidently believes that his 
opportunity has arrived, and ho is, as our 
Ottawa telegram informs us, prepared to 
act. The Opposition, it would appoar, have 
remained well in the background. They 
have nob as yob shown whab course they pro- 
pose to take, 



UNDESERVED REPROAOH. 

Ib is amusing to Bee an OppoBibion led by 
Mr. Laurior reproaohing tho Government 
for want of "apine." Everyone oan see 
bhat backbone is just whab the Opposition 
and their leader want. On the trade ques- 
tion they have twiatod and turned and 
wrlgglod so much that it is quite impossible 
to predicb what poeition they will take a 
month hence. Their contortions on thiB 
Bubjecc have been so wondei ful that tho 
speotator is forced to conclude that if they 
havo any backbono at all it mu.s' reBomble 
the spinal column of an eel, and they havo 
shown, too, that they aro ondowed with tho 
proverbial alipperiness of that creature. 

Thon, on the other Important question be- 
fore tho pooplo, that of the Manitoba schools, 
they havo boon as limp aB an angloworm and 
as elusive aB a j-llyOah. On thia question 
they must oertainly bo pronounced iuver- 
tobrato. It haB hitherto been quito impos- 
sible to prevail upon thorn to stand upright 
whon it is boing diaoussed. Aa regards it, 
they have no moro backbono than a anow 
man or a bag of foathors. Oa it thoy are 
literally nowhoro. They should bo tho last 
people in the world to acouao othora of 
want of " spino." 

On bhe two queationa wo have mentioned, 
whioh are really the only questions of gen 
oral intoreat before tho people of this Domin- 
ion, tho attitude of tho Government has been 
firm. They have stood munf ully to thoirgunB. 
Thoy have held fast to the prin- 
ciple of protection, and thoy have 
nob hositatod on the Manitobu school 
question to do what tho constitu 
tion directs. It is only whon tho Legisla 
ture of Manitoba have refused to romody 
what the Judicial Committco deoiare to bo a 
grievance thab they hesitate to interforo 
with provincial legislation. And who that 
has any sonso will nob Bay that thoy havo 
good oauso to hesitate ? Tho position in 
whioh bbo Government aro placed by no fault 
of thoir own ia a mosb difficult one. The con 
atitution gives the Dominion Parliament 
power to aob— to over-ride the legislation of 
tho Manitoba ABSombly— but tho Govorn- 
montaronaturally reluctant to ask Parliament 
would hoaitato before they conoludod to ask 
to do this. Any Government in their poeition 
Parliament to interfero in whab haa hithorto 
been considered one of tho most Important 



Many citizenB of Winnipeg of both parties 
aro indignanb beeauBe tho Government of 
the Dominion have, on reflection, doolined 
to extend aid to tho Hudson's Bay railway. 
In this thoy aro nob altogether so roaBonublo 
as they might bo. Thoy ought to know that 
whothor or not the money of tho pooplo of the 
Dominion is to be oxponded on the construc- 
tion of that road depends a vory groat doul 
on what is known aboub tho project In tho 
othor provincoa of the Dominion. It cannot 
bo expeotod that tho representatives of On- 
tario or New Brunswick or Nova Scotia will 
voto for a subsidy to tho Hudson's Bay 
road, or a loan to the company engaged In 
constructing it, unless they are fully con- 
vinced that when it is completed ib will bo of 
benefit to the Dominion. 

It is Buapeoted that the road has been pro- 
jected not bo much for the country &b for the 
mon who have undertaken to construct it. 
The advocates of the road in Winnipeg and 
elsewhere should spare no exertion to do 
away with thia impression. They should 
disseminate information relative to tho pro- 
ject in every province of tho Dominion. 
Thoy should take the proper means to con- 
vince both tho meml)3rs of Parliament and 
the men who vote for them thab if bhe 
road is built ib will conduce to tho public 
welfare. 

One of tho reasonB why the Hudson's Bay 
railway projoot was not approved by Par- 
liament is thab the members generally be- 
lieve that tho navigation of Hudson's Bay is 
bo dangorous and so uncertain that it cannot 
be made a route for vessels ongaged In rogular 
trade. Until membora are convinced that 
tho Hudson's Bay route is safe and that vea 
sela taking it can m&ko thoir trips with to- 
erable regularity, it can hardly be expeotod 
that they will voto for aid to a road of which 
Hudson's Bjiy is the terminus. 

It is of no uao to laugh at mon who make 
thiB objection or to curse them. What 
mast be done is to show them that they are 
wrong — that la, if thoy are wrong. The 
honoat advocates of the road must be con 
vlnoed that Hudson's Bay and Strait aro 
navigablo for throe, four, five or six months 
of tho year, that ships properly constructed 
cm mako reguis r trips on thorn duriDg an open 
soason of some considerable length. The 
facta and arguments which havo convinced 
them that thia is the case will be likely to 
convince others. Why not, then, commenc 
a campaign of eduoation ? If it can bo 
proved to tho satisfaction of men of ordinary 
intelligence that Hudson's Bay is nuvigabl 
for part of the year tho sooner tho advooates 
of the Hudson's Bay Railroad commence the 
work of demonstration the bettor for them 
and for their projeot. 

We do not believe that Parliamentary in- 
trigue or political scheming will bo of any 
avail in get ting aid f >r tint road. The Gov- 
oroment that spends or risks tho people's 
money on It without boing reasouably sure 
of tho navigability of tho Bay and Strait 
will bo euro io como to gritf. Uj tho other 
hand if it can be Bhown that the Hudson's 
Bay routo !b to bo depended on us an outlet 
for the produce of tho groat N'urthwost noth 
ing will bo oaslor than for thoss who undor- 
tako to construct tne road to gut all tho help 
tiiey need. Tho benefits to bo derived from 
such a routo are too many and too groat to 
permit of uuy hesitation on the part of tho 
(iovornment or of private capitalists. 



means for the improvement of tho agricul- 
tural interests of the country wo are greatly 
mistaken. 

There aro, however, thoBe who believo 
that a Government possessing all tho talentB 
Ib nob necessarily an f iibient Government. 
ThesB politicians think that if thero are one 
or two ablo mon in a Government it is per- 
haps best if tho rest are only mediocrities. 
In a Government in whioh thero are man; 
able men, ib is argued, thero are likoly 
to bo disagreements and jealousies 
and a hurtful division of authority. 
If thero is a Biemarck, a Gladstone or 
a Sir John M icdonald In a govern- 
ment, Ib is contended, ib does not much 
matter who they are who form its rank and 
filo. Those reuaonera moy be right, for there 
is after alia good deal to be said in favor of tho 
ono man power, but people gonerally havo a 
prejudice in favor of men of ability and ex- 
perience as rulers, and tho moro thoro aro of 
such men both In tho Government and in 
Parliament the hotter. Howovor thiB may 
bo, government by able men Is going to havo 
a trial in Great Britain in tho vory noar 
futuro. 

Thoro ia no doubt that the Govornmont 
will be returned by a fair mu j arity. Tho 
only room for dispute is as to the largeness 
of that muj >rity. Thero are somo political 
arithmeticians who calculate that Lord Salis- 
bury's majority will not bo more than thirty, 
and others who confidently declare thab it 
will exceed a hundred.

That lb will In all 
essential matters bo soundly conservative 
there is no doubt. But it ia also certain 
that In somo particulars it will savor of state 
socialism. Mr. Chamberlain has hithorto 
advooatod schemes of that sort, ajd now that 
ho is in power he will likoly do what ho can 
bo carry them out. Ho will bo supportod 
by ths Conservative Domocrata, who have 
proparod the British public mind for change 
in «hab direction.

The regular monthly meoting of the 
directors of the Jublloo hoapital was hold 
last evening at tho office of Yatos & Jay. 
Thoro were prosont : Joehua D ivies, W. J. 
Dwyor, T. Shotbolt, W. L Crimp, I. 
Bravorman, G Brown, J. S. Yates, W. M. 
Chudloy, A. Wilson, G. Byrnoa, F. B. Pem- 
borton. Ab it waa tho first mooting of the 
now board, A. Wilson waa oloctud chairman, 
and the board procoodod to oleot a presi- 
dent. Mr. Yates nominated Mr. F. B. 
Pemberton, ono of tho government repre- 
8entativea. Mr. Wilson nominated Mr. 
Joahua DavieB, the retiring president. 

Mr. Pemborton not having tho time to 
dovote to the work refuaod to stand, and 
Mr. DavieB was unanimously elected. Mr. 
G. Byrnes waa elected vice-president, W. 
M. Chudley, honorary treasurer, and H. M. 
Yatos, secretary. 

A communication waa receivod from the 
city council announcing that Messrs. H. D. 
Holmcken, Charles Hayward, W. L. Crimp 
and W. J. Dwyor had boon aoleoted to repre- 
Bent thorn on the board of diroctors. 

A letter was read from Dr. J. S. Holmo- 
ken urging upon tho board the neceBaity of 
erecting a matornity aohool .which would 
enable the nurses to complete their educa- 
tion, and for which money was already in 
hand. 

On motion it was docidod to receivo tho 
communication for diaousaion at tho next 
meotlng. Immediately there aroae an ex- 
tended discussion which resulted In the 
directors dooidlng to refer the lettor to a 
special committee who should confer with 
the medical staff aa to tho feasibility of the 
scheme. 

The Prostdant appointed Measrs. YatoB, 
Pemberton and Hayward aB the committee. 

Tho report of the resident physician, Dr. 
Richardson, waa receivod, containing detail- 
ed information conoorning tho hoapital for 
tho past month. The report waB recoived 
and referred to the committoo for the 
month. 

Tho matron's report waa also reooived. 
ThiB report Included a lettor from the pri- 
vate Becretary of Lady Aberdoen atatiog 
that ahe had forwarded to tho hospital a 
copy of " Onward and Upward," which she 
hoped would prove of intoreat to tho in- 
mateB. Thia waa rooeived und tho donor 
heartily thanked. 

Tho ato'vard's report and tho monthly re- 
port of the medical officer was recoived and 
filed. 

Tho Beoretary waa Instructed to call for 
tho usual tenders for tho neceeaary hoapital 
Buppliee, soavongoring work and laundry up 
to Juno 30, 1896, the tenders to bo in by 
noon July 20. 

Mr. Dwyor urged that tho tendorera be re- 
B rioted to whtto people und that "no Chi- 
nese nood apply." 

Mr. Y atea did not believe In such aotlon 
when applied to the spending of publio 
funds, and thought tho lowest tender should 
be aocopted whether Chinese or white. 

Mr. WilBon waa in favor of the Chineao, 
as tho sentiment against them was un- 
Britiah and uu-Chrlstian. ThelChicoae also 
contributed to the hoBpital. Thoy Bhould 
have juBt the same chanoo ua anyone else. 
Thero was no boobo in paying white men 
doublo what Chinamen would do the work 
for. 

Mr. Byrnes thought it would bo molt de- 
sirabb, if it woro posaiblo, to have all work 
done by whites, but undor proaent con- 
ditiona It waa abaolutoly imposaiblo. 

On motion, it waa docidod to leave the 
tenders opon to ail, and MoesrB. Brown, 
Dwyor and Shotbolt woro appolntod the 
committoo to have chargo of tho matter. 

Mr. Brown guvo notice I hit at tho next 
meeting ho would move that tho appoint- 
ment ot medical staff made May 7, bo con- 
firmed by this board. 

The board then adjournod. 

Tho report of Dr. W. A. Richardaon, re- 
aidenb medical ofiicor at tho Jublloo Hos- 
pital, for tho year ending May 31, 1895, con- 
tuina conaiderable intoresting reading. He 
Bays: "Although the numbor of patients 
admitted was less the total days' stay, and 
tho daily average treated woro groator than 
last year. Tho coat of maintenance was 
about $21,710 02, Including repairs, oto. 
Tho total days' atay waa lb' S57 daya, mak- 
ing an avorago oost per day of §1 2-3 for 
eaoh patient. 

Tho training school for nuraoB la progroa- 
aing favorably. A largo number of applica- 
tion for admiaslon as pupila were recoived 
during the year from all parts of Canada 
and from some of tho States. It 1b unfortu- 
nate that our accommodation is so limited. 
The bucobbs of those graduatoa who are 
practicing their profession ia evidence of the 
high standard demanded and attained by 
our pupils. Throe nurses graduated during 
tho year and thore are at preaont nino pupils 
In training. It is unfortunate that we are 
yet unable to givo our nursoa a thorough 
course of obatetrloal nursing In a matornity 
ward connootod with our own hospital. 

I would draw attention to tho suggestions 
I have made during tho year with regard to 
a laundry, dlainfootion, eewerago, and sup- 
plioa, and urge their adoption on tho score 
of economy." 

Tho number of fre» patients admitted 
during the year was 237 ; from tho Frecch 
Benevolent Society, 3 ; pay patients, at §10 
por week, (it ; pay patients, at S15 per 
wook, 120, making a total of 424 Of this 
numbor 284 wero males and 140 foina'eB 
The number of patients treated in door dur- 
ing tho year waa 408, out-door 570 ; 35 died. 
The largest numbor admitted any one month 
was January, 1895, 47 ; the smallest num- 
bor, July and December, 1894, 24 in oach 
month. Tho dally avorago in the hos- 
pital was 44 1) All rollgious oroedB 
wero represented, the Churoh of England

Tho matter 
haB already beon referred, I am told, to " a 
Huppoaod authority," and the " supposed 
authority " replies in effect that a noun of 
multitude la tho singular may have a plural 
verb utter it, but that both siDguUr and 
plural are used, though the preponderance 
of usage is in favor of the plural. This 
being deomed unsatisfactory, the disputants 
come to mo. I am sorry that I oan odd 
nothing to tho opinion of the other " sup- 
posed authority." Personally, I should 
prefer " there aro a lot," to " there is a lot," 
bur I regard It, like the spoiling of the word

fools In the world " or " there is a lot ol 
fools in tho world," the meaning is equally 
plain, and the statement equally Incontro- 
vertible.

THEIR INCREASING PROMINENCE IN 
EDUCATIONAL MATTERS. 



They Are Fust Becoming Members of 
School Boards, and Wyoming Has u I-ady 
For :i Slato Superintendent — Women Iu 

PolitiCH.

Tho recent school elections have 
brought to light tlie fact that the "now 
woman" does not represent all the 
brains of her .sex. There are hundreds of 
womeri everywhere in the United States 
who have recently come before the pub- 
lie through the educational facilities of 
10 or even 20 years ago. Nor is their 
advent heralded by tho eccentricities 
which characterized other movements 
looking toward the advancement and 
higher education of woman. "Thanks 
to tho aid of modern conveniences," 
.says Mrs. Louise Reed Stowell of Wash- 
ington, "the woman of today may as- 
sume the responsibilities of public life 
without in any way deranging her do- 
mestic machinery or allowing her per- 
sonal appearance to suffer. " The long 
ago picture of the husband rocking the 
baby while the wife writes to the heath- 
en of Boorioboola Gha has no place in 
the American life of today. One seldom 
sees a more well groomed tailor made 
and altogether satisfactory looking class 
of citizens than are these college bred 
business women. Many of those who have 
recently become prominent in school 
affairs are women of more than ordinary 
ability. 

Mrs. Louise Reed Stowoll, who was 
elected a few weeks ago one of the board 
of school trustees in Washington, is nor 
only prominent in educational circles, 
but also is well known as a writer. She 
was a member of the international 
council of women held in Washington 
in 1SSS, has written more than 100 pa- 
pers on educational matters and for sev- 
eral years edited a scientific journal. 
She is also author of a work called "Mi- 
croscopical Diagnosis." which was 
widely read by scientists. 

Mrs. Stowell is a member of many 
societies and in two of them holds the 
unique position of being the only wom- 
an on the rolks. Such is her position as 
an honorary member of the Michigan 
Pharmaceutical society and as an active 
member of the Royal Microscopical so- 
ciety of London. Sho is also a member 
of the Society For tho Extension of Uni- 
versity Teaching and is ex-president of 
the National Collegiate Alumna; asso- 
ciation. 

Mrs. Stowell was graduated from the 
University of Michigan in 1876 and was 
then employed as one of the faculty of 
the university, being the only woman 
ever elected to that position. 

Mrs. Stowell *8 colleague on tho board 
of school trustees in Washington is Mrs. 
Mary Church Terrell, the daughter of 
Robert R. Church, ono of tho wealthiest 
colored men of the south, and wife of 
Robert H. Terrell, a prominent colored 
lawyer and a graduate of Harvard. 

"Miss Mary Church, "said one of her 
college mates recently, "was one of 
the most popular colored women who 
ever attended Oberlin. She was always 
a little reserved and never sought the 
friendship of any except her own race. 
Nevertheless some of tho most promi- 
nent white students were her friends. 
Her literary work was of a high order, 
and her extraordinary intellectual at- 
tainments placed her at the head of her 
class. Her wealth, social position and 
attractive personality commanded the 
respect and admiration of all who knew 
her. ' ' 

Mrs. Terrell was graduated from Ober- 
lin in 1884 and then spent some years in 
Europe, studying the modern languages, 
attending school at Lausanne, Berlin, 
Florence and Paris. She has resided in 
Washington for some years, where she 
has always been prominently identified 
with the public schools. 

In the recent school election in Cleve- 
land several prominent women were an- 
nounced as candidates. Miss Mario 
Quintrell, a lady living on ono of the

fashionable up town avenues, received a 
large vote at tho Republican primaries, 
but not so largo as her most formidable 
opponent, Mrs. Catherine T. Avery. 
Realizing that, there was no hope in this 
direction, Miss Quintrell offered herself 
and was accepted as a candidate of tho 
Democratie party. After an enthusiastic 
and exciting canvass of several weeks 
the tide of public favor turned toward 
Mrs. Avery, and she was elected by a 
largo majority. 

Mrs. Avery is a graduate of the Mas- 
sachusetts State Normal school and has 
filled Heveral responsible positions in 
tiio public schools of Michigan and 
Ohio. When she left Massachusetts to 
assume the duties of principal in the 
high school at Battle Creek, Mich., she 
carried with her a letter of introduction 
from Wendell Phillips, beginning, "Let 
this introduce to all who know me or 
value my opinion Miss Kate EL Tilden, 
a graduate of tho best schools we have 
and one who has with rare success and 
exemplary fidelity improved all her op- 
portunities. " 

Mrs. Avery is a member of tho Con- 
versational, the oldest literary club in 
Cleveland; of tho Women's Press club, 
which she has three times represented 
in the International League of Press 
Clubs, and is an enthusiastic Daughter 
of tho Revolution, of which society she 
was recently elected state regent in 
Ohio. Sho is an ardent advocate of the 
American high school system and is at 
.prosont considering methods for its im-

ways been prominent in the educational 
circles of her native state, and when she 
went lo Union City, Ind. , as principal 
of the high school her ability as an in- 
structor immediately became evident, 
and she was raised to the position of su- 
perintendent, at that time a remarkable 
promotion to be ottered to a woman. 

Mrs. Patterson is the daughter of 
Judge William Siven, who was a prom- 
inent Ohio lawyer soldier in the civil 
war. She was educated in an Ohio col- 
loge, whore sho attained high honors, 
has traveled extensively in Europe and 
is a woman of the highest culture and 
intellectual attainments. 

In the far west women's prominence 
in all matters pertaining to this schools 
has become so much a matter of course 
as to no longer excito comment. 

Mrs. A. J. Peavey, who was recently 
elected state .superintendent of schools 
for Colorado, was educated principally 
in Massachusetts. Her husband was a 
volunteer in the late war and died after a 
year's service. Mrs. Peavey then opened 
a book store in Racine, Wis. , which sho 
owned and managed for eight years. 
Sho then bought the Shawano County 
Journal, which sho managed for soveral 
years. Since taking up her residence in 
Colorado sho has filled many important 
positions on county and state commit- 
tees and has always been noted for her 
administrative ability. 

Miss Estello Reel, stato superintend- 
ent of Wyoming, is ono of tho youngest 
and most attractive of the women who 
have lately become identified with school 
politics. Sho was ono of tho most popu- 
lar candidates who came up before the 
people for election this spring and was 
elected by a largo majority. Miss Reel 
was educated in Chicago and St. Louis 
and has held prominent positions in the 
schools of Wyoming for ten yers. 

Sho has always shown great interest 
in all public questions, especially that 
in regard to tho public lauds. At tho 
transmississippi congress in San Fran- 
cisco sho was delegate from Wyoming 
and gave an interview to tho San Fran- 
cisco Examiner on the subject of public 
lands which was much quoted at tho 
timo of tho congress.

BEATEN BY TRAMPS. 

Matt. O'Brien, a C. P. II. Brakeman, Has His 
Jaws nntl Skull Fractured and Hcconies 
IuBane In San Francisco. 

A little over a month ago a young man 
named Matt. O'Brien, who for some years 
had been employed as brakeman on a C. P. 
R. freight train running out of Kamloops, 
paased through Victoria on his way to San 
Francisco.

His injuries received attention in Kamloops, 
but when he passed through Victoria hie 
face presented a pitiable appearance 
O'Brien complained also that the pain in hia 
head at times drove him nearly orezy, and 
he expressed a fear that ho would lose hiB 
mind. Ho went to San Francisco, plaoed 
himself under professional care and after 
wards beoame an inmate of St. Mary's hos- 
pital. Tho following letter was received by 
Mr. Steve O'Brien tho other day, and telle 
its own Btory : 

San Francisco, Cal , July 1, 1895. 
Stephen O'Brien, Esq., Victoria, B.C. : 

DEAit Sin:— I have an insuno man hero 
named Matt. O'Brion, who says that ho waa a 
brakeman on tho Canadian Pacific R.R. and 
that ho had liia jaw broken lately ia a light . 
Ho was sent here yesterday from St. Mary's 
hospital, boing too noisy and violent to bo kept 
thero. He claims you as hia friend. If po, will 
you please let, mo know by rottirn mall whether 
he has any relatives who desiro to lake chaigo 
of him or who would wish to prevent bis being 
committed to a public insane asylum. I will 
await an answer from you, or rather will tako 
no stops to commit him until .-iiilllcient tieno haa 
elapsed to enablo you to reply. Ho has a very 
violont spoil about onco in tbo 21 hours, during 
which bo Is very dangerous. /Mother linns 
ho seems fairly rational though much confused.

Although possessing the same Milesian 
oognomen, Steve is not a relative, and wired 
back to do tho beat they could for tho poor 
follow. O'Brien waa a brakeman under 
Stevo's conductorship for two years during 
tho lattor's life aa a railway man. 

Tho murdorous attack upon tho unfortu 
nate trainman is supposed to have been 
mado beoauso of the luating given a couple 
of tramps by a conductor oust of Kamloops. 
Thoy had bien put e IT tho train, and aa a 
parting slo", one cf them throw a rock at 
the brakeman. Tho conduotor, who was a 
powerful fellow, determined to givo them a 
IcHBon. Ho stoppod tho train and gavo 
chase to tho tramps. Coming up with ono 
ho administered to him a sound thraBhiDg 
No. 2 arrived just then to assist his pal, and 
in turn was troated to a beating. The 
athletic conduotor thon boarded his train 
and departed. It is believed these tramps 
attacked O'Brien in revengo for the treat- 
ment they had received, and ho becamo tho 
innocent viotim of their enmity.

Cornell's Final Practice for the Great 
Kace at Heuley liegatta " 
To-day. 



Senior Lacrosse Match -Business of 
Wheelmen— The Vancouver 
Crew. 



Hen ley, July 8.— The Henley regatta 
commences to-morrow, and Cornell at 3:30 
p m. will meet tho famous Leander boat 
club's crow, which is probably tho strongest 
on tho river. In an interview of a represen- 
tative of the ABBOclated Proas this morning 
with Courtney, their coach, he was looking 
very glum, and Bald : "I do not know 
whether Cornell will be able to row tomor- 
row. The fact 1b we have two sick men 
among the orew who ought not to row in 
thoir present oondition. They are Hager 
and Fennel. Tho latter waa in a high fever 
yesterday evening. Both, howover, maybe 
all righc to-morrow, aa I am i filiated 
tho same way, feel right one day and 
bad :he next. But if our boys were fit, 
I feel very confident that there is nob a 
crow on tho river equal to them. They 
have boen steadily improving in pruotlce, 
making faster time each trial. In epito of 
this I am unwilling to tako the responsi- 
bility of allow'rg sick men to Btrain them- 
selves in a race. If the invalids aro not bet- 
tor to-morrow we shall have to put in sub- 
stitutes or olso aaratch. Everything pos- 
sible to keep the men in condition hae boen 
done. They have been unable to contend 
with tho climato and littlo worries thoy 
havo boon subjected to. If I had the thing 
to do again, 1 would request permission to 
bring twenty-fivo men here and keep two 
crows training." 

Courtnoy doea not share the suspicions of 
Mr. C. S. Francis, the trustee of Cornell 
University who accompanied tho Cornell 
crow to England, regarding tbo unfalrnosa 
in drawing lots for the ditforont heats which 
resulted in pitting Cornell against the Lean- 
der crew. Commenting on the drawing, 
Courtney remarked : " lb is true that 
affairs are managed differently than ut 
homo. Here one man draws tho names from 
a hat and then tears them up, none of the 
others seeing them. Bub thia man was an 
old Loander boat elub man of tho highest re 
pube, and if he desired to favor hia club he 
would have given them a bye." 

Courtney seems to be over anxious about 
tho result. He has been working very hard. 
Thoro 1b roaaon to believe that Cornell's 
prospects are much better than ho'imaginea. 
Thero is certainly no sign of diacourage- 
mont among thorn. When tho boys arrived 
at tho boat houao at 10 o'clook, Fennel and 
Hager wore as lively us any of them. They 
launohed thoir boat ab 10 o'clock and rowed 
at half speed down tho course. All tbo 
other crowB woro out and it was admitted 
on all aides that none of thorn approachod 
Cornell's form, or appeared to row as easily. 
Tho members of tho Leander orow have an 
undeniable hang on each atroke. A num- 
ber of English coaches wero grouped with 
Courtney on the river bank while the 
crows were practising. One said, " Well 
Courtney, your boyB certainly row in the 
best form and In batter stylo than any other 
crew on the river. We give them four out 
of six points. Their principal fault to our 
mind is their shortness of stroke, bub tho 
blade work and the use of their hands could 
not bo better." Courtney admits that tho 
stroke of the Cornell boys is not us long aa 
he would like ib and says it ia simply bo- 
oiuse Hall will not roach as far as he (Court- 
ney) wants. 

E. A. Thompson, of tho Toronto Argo- 
naucp, discussing the drawing of lots ab the 
town hall here on Saturday last, Bald : "I 
don't think Mr. Francis was wise in the way 
he talked to the Cornell crew. Any charge 
of unfairness in the draw is absurd." 

Great orowds of people witnessed the final 
practice of the crews this evening. Some of 
them did the full oourse. Ab tho Cornell 
crow rowed up stream and passed the town 
where donso masses of people lined the 
bank?, going under the bridge they were 
given three hearty oheers and crleB of *' well 
rowed." When tho crew returned to their 
quarters after their spin they looked much 
brighter. Tho dry warm day has had a 
good effect upon them, and Courtney was in 
muoh hotter epirits. Ho receivod the crew 
ab the boat houao and assisted in rubbing 
down Hager. The latter Baid : " I feel 
muoh boiter, I think thia sweating did me 
good." 

Spellman remarked : "lam fib again and 
will do my part to win tho race. Wo wero 
pleased with the afternoon's reception and
